2. The application has been amended as follows:

4) Claim 46 has been amended as follows:

5) Claim 47 has been amended as follows: 

a) On the last line, the words -and axially spaced from one 
another— have been added after the word "plane". 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance of 
independent claims 30, 46 and 47: 

Claim 30 recites the limitation of a final drive for propelling a vehicle wheel 
comprising a drive motor, the drive motor driving the vehicle wheel via reduction gears, 
a disk brake, wherein the reduction gears comprise first and second reduction gear sets 
which are located adjacent but axially spaced from one another, the disk brake is 
located between the drive motor and the first and second reduction gears. This 
limitation, in combination with the other limitations of claim 30, were not found in the 
prior art. 

Claims 46 and 47 contain a similar recitation.
